History of the Ephpheta Auxiliary 
Organization 


On December 31, 1916, a movement was launched 
in Toledo at St. John’s University that was destined 
to become one of the most important activities of the 
city—important because it deals directly with souls. 

On the above date preliminary steps were taken 
to formally organize the Ephpheta Auxiliary to 
foster and promote the interests of the Catholic deaf 
mutes of the city and to organize them into a society 
to be known as the Ephpheta Sodality. 

The incidents which led to this organization will, 
perhaps, be of interest to our many friends. 

Mr. Peter Ruetz, brother of Mrs. Horace Brown, 

and a deaf mute, was married to Miss Eva Kelly, also 
a deaf mute, May 10, 1916, in the Cathedral Chapel. 
‘ With the approval of our Right Reverend Bishop, 
‘Rev. Henry Kauffmann of St. Joseph’s church, De- 
troit, and versed in the sign janguage, came to Toledo 
to perform the ceremony. 

At the suggestion of Right Rev. Monsignor 

\ Schwertner, Rev. Eugene Gehl of St. Francis, Wis., 
a missionary for deaf mutes, came to Toledo in '

Rey. Francis X. Busch, S. J., who had replaced 
Father Weiand as rector and president it {Sik 
John’s in March, 1918, and who had become a stead- 
fast friend of the deaf mutes, appointed Rev. Francis 
Seeger, S. J., moderator of the great apostolic 
activity. 

Father Seeger’s first conception of a more suc- 
cessful auxiliary was expansion, which, with the 
hearty co-operation of all members was most prom- 
ising to Father Seeger, whose aim was to gain all 
deaf mutes of Toledo, Catholic and non-Catholic, by 
charitable and social attractions. 

To accomplish this end the necessity to enlarge 
the membership and to increase the funds became 
apparent. 

The first membership campaign took place with 
a supper at St. Anthony’s Orphanage, during the 
Christmas holidays of 1918, when to the surprise of 
all more than 100 ladies and gentlemen responded 
to the call and added their names to the member- 
ship list of the Ephpheta Auxiliary. The keynote 
of success was sounded; the aim and object of the 
auxiliary was ensured; everyone looked into a con- 
fident future.

iphanage dnd other institutions of the 
city. 
Mligious principles was a kind and

But if the Catholic centers find it difficult to 
care for all the deaf in their vicinity, what must 
be said of the many thousands who are scattered 
far and wide away from these Catholic schools? 
What is to be done for them? 

A solution to this problem has, we believe, 
been discovered by the Toledo, Ohio, Auxiliary 
of the Ephpheta Sodality “whose interest in the 
work is not confined to the narrow limits of a 
particular diocese, but is world-wide.” It is 
their “ardent resolution to strain every nerve 
to support the various deaf schools. Whenever 
we can lend material aid let us do so; and this 
not only for our own diocesan schools, but for 
every Catholic deaf-mute institution in the land. 

The Auxiliary, however, centers its attention 
not only on the children, but also on the adults. 
In order to perform this more efficiently a 
Visiting Committee has been established whose 
sole duty is to keep in constant touch with the 
various deaf familities. At first the inability of 
the members to communicate with the deaf in 
the sign language offered an almost unsurmount- 
able barrier. But ‘where there’s a will there’s 
a way, says the old-time adage. A sign class 
of twenty aspirants was accordingly organized 
and a deaf teacher procured. The results were 
so marvelous and so amazing that within a very 
short space of time a goodly number of ladies 
were able to communicate with the deaf quite 
satisfactorily.”

FRENCH DEAF MUTES

He 
drew a mental picture of ‘‘Gaudete’’ 
Sunday—the Sunday of Joy, celebrat- 
ed on the Third Sunday in Advent, 
in Rome. It consists of the blessing 
of the “Golden Rose’ a precious and 
sacred ornament made of pure gold 
by skilled artificers which the popes 
have been accustomed for centuries 
to bless each year and occasionally 
confer upon illustrious churches and 
sanctuaries, as a token of special 
reverence and devotion upon Catholic 
kings and queens, princes and prin- 
cesses, renowned generals or other 


day, the day set apart for the func- 
tion represents love after hate, joy 
after sorrow and fullness after hun- 
ger, so does the rose designate by its 
colour, odour and taste, love, joy and 
satiety respectively. Adverting to 
the spiritual resemblance he continues 
that the rose is the flower spoken of 
by Isaias “There shall come forth a 
rod out of Jesse and a flower shall 
rise up out of his root.” 

Originally the rose was a little 
over six inches in height and was 
easily carried in the left hand of the 
pope, whilst with his right he blessed 
the multitude through which he pass- 
ed in procession. Afterwards, es- 
pecially when a vase and large pedes- 
tal became part of the ornament, it 
required a robust cleric to carry it, 
who preceded the papal cross in the 
procession. 

The exact date of the institution 
of the rose is unknown. Pope Bene- 
dict XIV attested that the ceremony 
of the blessing had its origin in the 
beginning of the 15th century. The 
Pope blesses the rose every year but 
it is not always a new and different 
rose; the one is used until it has been 
given away. 

This year the rose was blessed on 
Gaudete Sunday, (the third Sunday 
in Advent) instead of Laetare, 
(fourth Sunday of Lent). The cere- 
mony is very elaborate. The Pope, 
surrounded by the Court of Cardinals, 
the diplomatic corps, composed of 
representatives of all nations on the 
earth, proceed to the Papal Chapel. 
The rose is placed on a table with 
lighted candles, and the Holy Father 
vested in alb and rose colored stole 
and cope with precious mitre on his 
head, begins the ceremony with the 
usual versicles and the following 
beautiful and expressive prayer: 

O! God, by Whose word and power 
all things are directed, we humbly be- 
seech Thy Majesty Who are the joy 
and gladness of all the faithful, that 
Thou wouldst deign in Thy fatherly 
love to bless and sanctify this rose, 
most delightful in odour and appear- 
ance, which we this day carry in sign 
of spiritual joy, in order that the 
people consecrated by Thee and de- 
livered from the yoke of Babylonian 
slavery, through the favour of Thine 
only begotten Son Who is the glory 
and exaultation of the people. of 
Israel and of that Jerusalem which

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Bishop Stritch Béstéws Papal 
Blessing on Deaf 


It was Sunday, the 13th of Decem- 
ber. For weeks they were looking 
forward to this day, and now they 
have made the necessary preparation 
in order to gain the plenary indulg- 
ence. To them, “the Silent Catholic 
People,” the sun never shown so 
bright—a day never seemed half so 
gorgeous as this Gaudete Sunday. 

It was the day the Ephphetas were 
to receive the Pope’s blessing, from 
the hands of the Father of the Dio- 
cese—through him whom they have 
learned to love and cherish like a 
father, because he has proved so un- 
mistakably that he has their interest 
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at heart, the Right Reverend Bishop 
Stritch. 

The Bishop read the eight o’clock 
mass in St, Joseph’s quaint little 
church, where the deaf have ever 
been made most welcome, and preach- 
ed the sermon. In the sanctuary the 
Bishop was assisted by the Pastor of 
St. Joseph’s, Rev. Peter Schoendorff, 
Rey. Francis Seeger, S.J., Moderator 
of the Ephpheta Sodality and Aux- 
iliary, and six acolytes. 

The keynote of the Bishop’s ser- 
mon, which was interpreted for the 
deaf by Mrs. Dan McKercher, was 
the great value of indulgences. He 
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said “let us keep ourselves constantly 
in the state of grace so that we will 
not miss one single opportunity to 
gain an indulgence.’ He stated that 
the real purpose for which the HEph- 
pheta Sodality was created was that 
they might learn to know better their 
holy faith and be more loyal to it. 
He said that it was a great pleasure 
to him to bring them the Holy 
Father’s blessing and that that was 
a special privilege given him by the 
Holy Father, on his recent visit to 
Rome. ; 

he services in the church were 
inspiring especially when, during the 
solemn moments of communion, the 
soft strains of the organ seemed to 
say “My son, My daughter, give Me 
thy heart.” 

After the services in the church 
about 100 assembled in St. Joseph’s 
auditorium, where breakfast had been 
prepared by some of the members of 
the Auxiliary. During the breakfast 
hour Mr. Clifford Blatt played the 
violin accompanied by Mr. Clarence 
Hillebrand. Mr. Henry Fluette sang 
a group of songs. Mr. Lawrence De- 
Shetier, President of the Auxiliary, 
stated that because the time was 
short the program would consist of a 
few words from His Lordship, Bishop 
Stritch, and from His Reverence, 
Father Seeger. 

Father Seeger, both orally and in 
the sign language, voiced the senti- 
ments of the gathering when he 
thanked His Lordship for thus com- 
ing to them, and assured him that 
the favor he so bestows upon the 
Ephphetas will never be forgotten. 

His Lordship emphasized that re- 
ligion must, of necessity, be the foun- 
dation, the basis of all things. He 
said that in order to attain the things 
worth while our motives must be 
governed by religious principles. He 
drew a mental picture of ‘‘Gaudete’”’ 
Sunday—the Sunday of Joy, celebrat- 
ed on the Third Sunday in Advent, 
in Rome. It consists of the blessing 
of the “Golden Rose’ a precious and 
sacred ornament made of pure gold 
by skilled artificers which the popes 
have been accustomed for centuries 
to bless each year and occasionally 
confer upon illustrious churches and 
sanctuaries, as a token of special 
reverence and devotion upon Catholic 
kings and queens, princes and prin- 
cesses, renowned generals or other 
distinguished personages, conspicu- 
ous for their catholic spirit and loyal- 
ty to the Holy See, as a mark of 
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day, the day set apart for the fune- 
tion represents love after hate, joy 
after sorrow and fullness after hun- 
ger, so does the rose designate by its 
colour, odour and taste, love, joy and 
satiety respectively. Adverting to 
the spiritual resemblance he continues 
that the rose is the flower spoken of 
by Isaias “There shall come forth a 
rod out of Jesse and a flower shall 
rise up out of his root.” 

Originally the rose was a little 
over six inches in height and was 
easily carried in the left hand of the 
pope, whilst with his right he blessed 
the multitude through which he pass- 
ed in procession. Afterwards, es- 
pecially when a vase and large pedes- 
tal became part of the ornament, it 
required a robust cleric to carry it, 
who preceded the papal cross in the 
procession. 

The exact date of the institution 
of the rose is unknown. Pope Bene- 
dict XIV attested that the ceremony 
of the blessing had its origin in the 
beginning of the 15th century. The 
Pope blesses the rose every year but 
it is not always a new and different 
rose; the one is used until it has been 
given away. 

This year the rose was blessed on 
Gaudete Sunday, (the third Sunday 
in Advent) instead of Laetare, 
(fourth Sunday of Lent). The cere- 
mony is very elaborate. The Pope, 
surrounded by the Court of Cardinals, 
the diplomatic corps, composed of 
representatives of all nations on the 
earth, proceed to the Papal Chapel. 
The rose is placed on a table with 
lighted candles, and the Holy Father 
vested in alb and rose colored stole 
and cope with precious mitre on his 
head, begins the ceremony with the 
usual versicles and the following 
beautiful and expressive prayer: 

O! God, by Whose word and power 
all things are directed, we humbly be- 
seech Thy Majesty Who are the joy 
and gladness of all the faithful, that 
Thou wouldst deign in Thy fatherly 
love to bless and sanctify this rose, 
most delightful in odour and appear- 
ance, which we this day carry in sign 
of spiritual joy, in order that the 
people consecrated by Thee and de- 
livered from the yoke of Babylonian 
slavery, through the favour of Thine 
only begotten Son Who is the glory 
and exaultation of the people . of 
Israel and of that Jerusalem which 
is our Heavenly mother, may with 
sincere hearts show forth their joy.

Deaf Mute Who: Won Fame as Artist 
Dies in Paris 


A cablegram: to the New York 
World on January 3 from Paris says: 
One of the greatest foes of futurist 
art died yesterday. He was Harry 
Humphrey Moore, a New York deaf 
mute, who, despite his physical handi- 
cap, became one of the best known 
artists in Europe and for more than 
Sixty years kept his brush busy. Mr. 
Moore was born in Washington 
Square, New York, eighty-one years 
ago and for almost fifty years traveled 
throughout the world, winning fame 
in early life for his work in Spain and 
Japan. 

Among ‘his best known Pictures is 
“The Dancing Girl of Tangier,” “The 
Captive” and “Japanese Scenes.” In 
1919 more than fifty of his pictures 
were displayed in the Union League 
Club, New York city. Mr. Moore had 
lived with his Spanish wife in Paris 
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Toledo, Ohio

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Bishop Stritch Bestows Papal Blessing 
on Deaf. 


It was Sunday, the 13th’ of Decem- 
For weeks they were looking 
forward to this day, and now they 
have made the necessary preparation 
in order to gain the plenary indulg- 
ence. To them, “the Silent Catholic 
People,’ the, sun never shown so 
bright—a day never seemed half so 
gorgeous as this Gaudete Sunday. 

It was the day the Ephphetas were 
to receive the Pope’s blessing, from 
the hands of the Father of the Dio- 
cese—through him whom they have 
learned to love and cherish like a 
father, because he has proved so un- 
mistakably that he has their interest 
at heart, the Right Reverend Bishop 
Stritch. 

The Bishop read the eight o’clock: 
mass in 'St.. Joseph’s, quaint little 
church, where the deaf have-ever been 
made most welcome, and preached the 
sermon., In the sanctuary the Bishop 
was assisted by the Pastor of St. Jo- 
seph’s, Rev. Peter. Schoendorff, Rev. 
Francis Seeger, S.J., Moderator of the 
Ephpheta Sodality and Auxiliary, and 
six acolytes. 

The keynote of the Bishop’s sermon, 
which was interpreted for the deaf by 
Mrs. Dan McKercher, was the great 
value of indulgences. He said, “let us 
keep ourselves constantly in the state 
of grace so that we will not miss one 
single opportunity to gain an indulg- 
ence.” He stated that the real purpose 
for which the Ephpheta Sodality was 
created was that they might learn to 
know better their holy faith and be 
more loyal to it. He said that it was 
a great pleasure to him to bring them 
the Holy Father’s blessing and that 
that was a special privilege given him 
by the Holy Father, on his recent visit 
to Rome.”

and further this work will require 
a considerable expenditure, especial 
ly since the work is intended to be 
both widespread and continuous. 


The N. C. ©. M. is confident that 
Catholic organizations of men and 
women and individuals of the laity

Americans of other creeds, have an 
opportunity to promote that sort of 

| apostolate by giving of their means 
or their time to the work just inau- 
gurated by the National Council of 
Catholic Men, At its recent con- 
vention in Cincinnati the National 
Council of Catholic Men adopted a 
resolution urging its affiliated or- 
| Sanizations to co-operate in a move- 
ment that should give “systematic, 
intelligent’ and clear’ exposition 
of the character, history and teach- 
ings of the Church and the Civil 
Allegiance of Catholics.” In this 
endeavor the N. C. C. M. purpose to 
use “word of mouth, the printed 
word, and the radio,” so that the 
truth about the Church may be car- 
fried to the millions of Americans 
| who are without knowledge of Cath- 
/olic doctrines: or practices. The 
publication and distribution of liter- 
ature, the provision of lecturers, the 
rental of the radio, and the employ- 
ment of the persons who supervise 
and further this work will require 
a considerable expenditure, especiak 
ly since the work is intended to be 
both widespread and continuous. 


The N. C. ©. M. is confident that 
Catholic organizations of men and 
women and individuals of the laity 
will contribute to the cost of the’ 
movement since it looks to the. fos- 
tering of a. better understanding of 
their religion and to the safeguard- 
ing of their religious and civil liber- 
ties. 

Already the N. C. C. M. has en- 
gaged a qualified man at its head- 
quarters, 1314 Massachusetts Ave- | 
nue, Washington, D. C., to carry its 
program into effect through the or- 
ganization of local groups, the use 
of the press and the radio, and the 


circulation of suitable literature. 
Every statement. of the Church’s 
teachings and attitude issued by the 
N. C. C. M. will, of course, be pre- 
pared or approved by Catholic 
scholars and specialists to insure its 
authoritative character. All the 
present agencies for the prepara- 
tion, publication and dissemination 
of Catholic apologetical books and 
pamphlets will be invited to co-oper- 


| ate with the N. C. C. M. in supply- 


ing the literature needed. 

Catholic organizations every- 
where in the country can contribute 
to the success of this movement 
without neglecting or subordinating 
their.own special activities. They 
can make some contribution to the 
immediate budget of $10,000 re- 
guired to maintain the Bureau at 
Washington, and they can at the 
same time take part in the appoint- 
ment and labors of committees and 
other, agencies which will be need- 
ed in various. communities. Indi- 
vidual laymen and laywomen can 
aid the program by donations. 

Thé N.C. C. M. is an instrument- 
ality created and directed (through 
the National Catholic Welfare Con- 
ference) by the Bishops themselves. 

Some two thousand lay organiza- 
tions, with various organs of ex- 
pression, are affiliated with the N. 
C. C. M. These organizations are 
the ideal—and the actual—avenues 
through. which to approach non- 
Catholics and acquaint them with 
the truth about Catholicism. 


Ne trust and believe that the 
N.C, C. M. has begun a labor which 
thousands of the Catholic laity have 
longed to see inaugurated and in 
which they have been eager to have 
apart. Now they have an occasion 
to show that they are willing and 
ready to further a movement which 
they have urged as a means of en- 
ightening those outside the Fold.

Banquet of the Ephpheta Auxiliary

Sunday evening, December 5, 1926, 
was an eventful day in the still more 
eventful history of the Ephpheta Aux- 
iliary. The tenth annual banquet, held 
at th eCommunity House and attended 
by 203 members, marked the climax and 
the stirring summary of ten long years 
of splendid activity in behalf of the 
Catholic deaf of the Diocese of Toledo. 

Ever since his arrival to take charge 
of the Diocese of Toledo, Bishop Stritch 
has taken a keen and active interest in 
the welfare of the Catholic deaf. This 
interest always took a definitely helpful 
and constructive form. his guiding hand 
and his warm encouragement have beei 
the energizing power that has enabled 
Father Seeger to build up one of the 
most active auxiliaries in the land. His 
yresence at important events in the life 
of the auxiliary and more particularly 
at this banquet, are visible signs of his 
unflagging zeal for the deaf. Many of 
he clergy were also present to lend 
their encouragement to this noble work. 
His Lordship spoke briefly but his 
comments went straight to the heart of 
he problem and deeply stirred his 
auditors to a deepened and greatly stim- 
ulated enthusiasm. He exhorted all to 
continue the good work so far accom- 
lished and assured them of his abiding 
interest and continued co-operation. He 
expressed the wish that all of his flock 
were as well taken care of as the deaf, 
a statement that was highly compli- 
mentary to the efficiency with which 
the auxiliary has labored in the past. 

Reverend Karl J. Alter, diocesan di- 
rector of charities, gave a very detailed 
and interesting description of the con- 
ditions as they exist among the poorer 
classes. He made a plea: for more for- 
ward looking vision and a preparation 
for future conditions when government- 
al support would cease and pensions 
would no longer be allowed.

In these thickly wooded regions the } 
heat is so intense, little wind or breeze 
penetrating them. 

The rapids and gorges in the rivers, 
due to the many rocks, make travel on | 
water extremely difficult and dangerous. | 
On the rivers and in the open spots “the | 
heat of the sun is violent and great pre- 
caution’ must be taken by missionaries 
coming from the Temperate zone. 

Father Stevenson carries a portable al- | 
tar and frequently is obliged to offer the 
Holy Sacrifice in a crude hut—even in 
the open at times.

The Bishop regretted the fact that 
because of the lack of priests and re- 
ligious many deaf have been lost to 
the Faith because of being obliged to 
attend state schools, but, because of 
the wholesome influence of the good 
Catholic women teaching in some of 
these schools, many preserved their 
‘Faith. It is because of such men as 
Father Waldhaus that we are now 
able to do more for our deaf the 
Bishop said, as the work he is doing 
will live generation after generation. 

The Bishop referred to the splendid 
work being done in Sandusky. hoping 
to open another centre at an- 
other point, He cautioned the aux- 
iliary by no means to neglect the 
material side of the work, but to keep 
up lively social activities. 

He complimented and encouraged 
the deaf as a group of men and wo- 
men, and wished them to continue so 
that they may be an outstanding 
group not only in the Toledo Diocese, 
not only in the Arch-diocese, but in 
the United States, 

His Lordship gave his special bless- 
ing first of all to the deaf and also 
to each and every one engaged in this 
service, .

Vicar’s Flock Sta ges 
Plays; Choir Sings 
With Hands 


NEW YORK, March 2-—-Rev. John H 


Kent. has been. stone-deaf since early 
boyhood, put he is a busy, successful 
and.contented man. Busy because. he 
serves the largest metropolitan territory 
of-an:- clergyman in the United States 
Successful and contented because thou- 
sands of persons without speech or 
hearing depend upon him for spiritual 
and physical leadership. 

It is not despite his deafness, but be- 
cause of it, that Vicar Kent performs 
this unusual! service. An illness robbed 
him of his hearing at the age of eight; 
at the specia! schools he attended. he 
resolved to devote his life to aiding 
others similarly afflicted. Now he min- 
isters to the deaf and dumb in the en- 
tire New York area. 

In addition to his own parish, St. 
Ann’s Protestant Episcapal Church for 
Deaf Mutes in New York, he conducts 
services in the Trinity Cathedral, in 
Newark, N. J., at ‘the Church of the 
Messiah, Brooklyn, and at St. Paul’s 
Church in Paterson, N. J. Frequently 
he visits Kingston, N. Y., nearly 100 
miles away. } 


A Big Job for Anyone. 


“All this would be no easy task for 
@ clergyman with normal hearing and 
speech,” he wrote out, “but being my- 
self stcne-deaf and speaking with great

difficulty, | minister exclusively to deaf 
mutes, During the course of a year, 
I reach about 5,000 through lectures. 
parish calls and services. 

“Besides christenings, weddings and 
funerals, sick calls and church services, 
I call also on the poor of my parish, 
find jobs for them when they are job- 
less, and have even appeared in court to 
defend them when they got into dif- 
Ticulties.” 

His Sunday sermon is given from the 
pulpit with his hands and his fingers, 
to a deaf and dumb congregation. His 
vested choir has been trained to sing 
hymns with their hands and fingers in

Oddly enough, Vicar Kent decries lp 
reading and says sign language is the 
only medium for the deaf. 


Calls Lip Keading Inaccurate. 


“Although it is slower,” he wrote, “it 
49 wholly accurate, and mistakes sel- 
dom occur with its use. On the other 
hand, lip reading may he inaccurate 
because few persons proncunce their 
words in the same manner—thus lip 
reading requires the most intensive 
training. 

“Sion language has been the chief 
instrument of progress in educating the 
deaf of America.” FY 

The vicar sees a new problem for his 
people in the vogue for talking pic- 
tures. In his 20 years of work, he has 
found movies to be a gcadsend as en- 
tertainment for those without hearing 

“Because,” he took up his pencil 
again, “besides enjoying a movie as per- 
fectly as a person of normal hearing 
may, the aeaf lose their sense of han- 
dicap while watching the screen. They 
cay walk into a theater like anyone 
else and iose themselves in the en- 
tertainment. 

“The “Talkies’.threaten to ruin. this 
pleasure, for in most cases deaf mutes 
Jose the continuity supplied by the 
spoken words.”

Miss Miller; daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs.,,C: E, Miller of Columbia, was 
left totally blind, deaf and dumb at 
3 years of age by an attack of men- 
ingitis and for nearly ‘six years fol- 
lowing remained in a state of un- 
der-development. 

She now can speak’ plainly, knit, 
do basket work, bead work, plain 
sewing, cook, read and play the 
piano, and has a speaking knowl- 
edge of Latin and French, both vo- 
cally and by the sign language.

Vicar’s Flock Sta ges 
Plays; Choir Sings 
With Hands 


NEW YORK, March 2-—-Rev. John H 


Kent. has been. stone-deaf since early 
boyhood, put he is a busy, successful 
and.contented man. Busy because. he 
serves the largest metropolitan territory 
of-an:- clergyman in the United States 
Successful and contented because thou- 
sands of persons without speech or 
hearing depend upon him for spiritual 
and physical leadership. 

It is not despite his deafness, but be- 
cause of it, that Vicar Kent performs 
this unusual! service. An illness robbed 
him of his hearing at the age of eight; 
at the specia! schools he attended. he 
resolved to devote his life to aiding 
others similarly afflicted. Now he min- 
isters to the deaf and dumb in the en- 
tire New York area. 

In addition to his own parish, St. 
Ann’s Protestant Episcapal Church for 
Deaf Mutes in New York, he conducts 
services in the Trinity Cathedral, in 
Newark, N. J., at ‘the Church of the 
Messiah, Brooklyn, and at St. Paul’s 
Church in Paterson, N. J. Frequently 
he visits Kingston, N. Y., nearly 100 
miles away. } 


A Big Job for Anyone. 


“All this would be no easy task for 
@ clergyman with normal hearing and 
speech,” he wrote out, “but being my- 
self stcne-deaf and speaking with great

difficulty, | minister exclusively to deaf 
mutes, During the course of a year, 
I reach about 5,000 through lectures. 
parish calls and services. 

“Besides christenings, weddings and 
funerals, sick calls and church services, 
I call also on the poor of my parish, 
find jobs for them when they are job- 
less, and have even appeared in court to 
defend them when they got into dif- 
Ticulties.” 

His Sunday sermon is given from the 
pulpit with his hands and his fingers, 
to a deaf and dumb congregation. His 
vested choir has been trained to sing 
hymns with their hands and fingers in 
the sign language 

Oddly enough, Vicar Kent decries lp 
reading and says sign language is the 
only medium for the deaf. 


Calls Lip Keading Inaccurate. 


“Although it is slower,” he wrote, “it 
49 wholly accurate, and mistakes sel- 
dom occur with its use. On the other 
hand, lip reading may he inaccurate 
because few persons proncunce their 
words in the same manner—thus lip 
reading requires the most intensive 
training. 

“Sion language has been the chief 
instrument of progress in educating the 
deaf of America.” FY 

The vicar sees a new problem for his 
people in the vogue for talking pic- 
tures. In his 20 years of work, he has 
found movies to be a gcadsend as en- 
tertainment for those without hearing 

“Because,” he took up his pencil 
again, “besides enjoying a movie as per- 
fectly as a person of normal hearing 
may, the aeaf lose their sense of han- 
dicap while watching the screen. They 
cay walk into a theater like anyone 
else and iose themselves in the en- 
tertainment. 

“The “Talkies’.threaten to ruin. this 
pleasure, for in most cases deaf mutes 
Jose the continuity supplied by the 
spoken words.”

Miss Miller; daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs.,,C: E, Miller of Columbia, was 
left totally blind, deaf and dumb at 
3 years of age by an attack of men- 
ingitis and for nearly ‘six years fol- 
lowing remained in a state of un- 
der-development. 

She now can speak’ plainly, knit, 
do basket work, bead work, plain 
sewing, cook, read and play the 
piano, and has a speaking knowl- 
edge of Latin and French, both vo- 
cally and by the sign language. 

The girl is unable to hear any 
sound, yet by training she has 
learned to use her vocal cords in 
intelligible speech. Although she 
cannot hear the pitch of her words, 
they have remarkable inflection and 
expression. She “hears” by a sense 
of touch in. which she can tell by vi- 
brations the words that- others 
speak to her.

From the time Miss Miller was 3 
years old until she entered the 
school for the deaf and blind, when 
she was about 7 years old, nothing 
had entered her mind. During her 
first year at school her case seemed 
hopeless from the standpoint of her 
learning anything, but during the 
second. year she picked up two or 
three words, then progressed. 


She has no recollection whatever 
of sound, but says that she can re- 
call having once seen some cows 
pass the front yard at her home be- 
fore her illness swept away. both

Many of our textbooks in 
philosophy and religion fail to meet 
this situation and that is why our 
college graduates are so often at a 
loss to render a critical appreciation 
of modern errors. 

“Our finger must be kept on the 
pulse of the present day. We will 
be negligent if we go on beating 
dead dogs instead of acquainting 
ourselves with the errors that harass 
young minds as well as old. We are 
responsible to the times in which we 
live.” 

System is Defended 

Bishop John B. Peterson, of Som- 
ferville, Mass., acting chairman, de- 
fended religious education in a state- 
iment Wednesday. 

“One has only to read the gradua- 
| tion addresses made here and there 
fin our country this June,’ Bishop

In answer to a petition from the Most 
Rev. Archbishop Moeller, D.D., the Holy 
Father, Pope Pius X, June 13, 1910, 
granted to the deaf and their bene- 
factors the following privileges 
and indulgences: 


Plenary indulgence at the hour of 

death to all who die within the year 

during which they work for the sal- 
vation of the deaf, and also to those who, 
during their lifetime have, at least for 
one year, in schools or missions worked 
for the salvation of the deaf. 

To all the deaf who have enrolled them- 
selves at a Catholic Center or Mission for 
the Deaf, a plenary indulgence at the 
hour of death, to be gained by any in- 
terior or exterior act of faith. 

The 11th Sunday after Pentecost, on 
which is read the gospel of the cure of the 
deaf and dumb, is for the deaf their 
patronal feast, and on that day the deaf 
and any benefactor of the deaf, can gain 
a plenary indulgence by going to con- 
fession and receiving Holy Communion. 

These favors extend also to those deaf 
who have learned to speak or retain some 
use of their former speech. 

An indulgence of 300 days is granted 
to all who recite the following: 


PRAYER 


Lord Jesus Christ who doing all things 
well, hast made the deaf to hear and the 
dumb to speak, graciously grant to these 
Thy beloved children patience and stead- 
fastness in the faith, so that finally, full 
of merits, they may eternally hear and 
speak the divine praises.

Laymen Start 


At. the 
Union of Ohio (Ohio branch of. the 
Central Verein of North America) 
held in Columbus last Summer, 
| Very Rev. H. J. Waldhaus was ask- 
led to speak. He told of the work 
among the deaf. He said: 


“The work for the deaf is one 
lof the great works of the Church. 
The early Fathers, from time to 
time, as individual cases of deaf- 
ness appeared, instructed the deaf. 
The Rev. Abbe d’l’Epee of France, 
was one of the first to organize a 
school for the deaf, and from his 
| school the education of the deaf 
has spread to practically all the 
countries of the world. In the Unit- 
}ed States, in the beginning, due 
of course to the poverty of the 
Church, we were not able to have 
schols for the deaf. However, as 
far back as 1836 Sisters came to 
| American cities for the purpose of 
| Organizing schools for the deaf, but 
usually financial conditions made it 
impossible for them to continue. 
The Sisters of St. Joseph went to 
St. Louis in 1836 for the purpose 
of starting a school for the deaf: 
they also came to Kentucky in 
1840. They had been brought over 
from France for the purpose of 
starting a school for the deaf in 
Nazareth, Kentucky. 

“Much credit must be given to 
the laymen who helped not a little 
in the establishing of schools for 
the deaf in’ our country. It was 
the laymen who brought to me the 
need of such a school and _ assisted 
me in establishing it in Cincinnati. 


| Thirty years prior to my work the 


Sisters of Notre Dame had started 
school, and so in other Gities 
Sisters took up this work but did 
not succeed in getting very far 
without the assistance of the lay- 
man, 


“In Cincinnati 
Charity do the teaching, but the 
financing devolves upon me. I 
spend quite a bit of time in getting 
around and meeting the people of

Some time ago, at a Con- 
vention of the N. A. D. in Cleve-

by the deaf the world over. At 
that time no definite site was spok- 
en of, but collection of funds was | 
begun.

Time went on, and as the date 
of the “Convention approached, a 
deaf sculptor, Mr. Elmar Hannan, 
a former.pupil of this school, was 
chosen to execute the work, and |

Rocheleau reminds one of Helen 
Keller. She has Miss Keller’s in- 
domit e spirit to surmount physi- 
eal handicaps to mental growth. 

“But I never had Miss Keller’s 
great handicap of blindness,’ Miss 
Rocheleau said modestly. Having 
experienced and ffered the one 
handicap of deafness, Miss Roche- 
leau is devoting her life to aid the 
deaf and also those who are suff 
ing the double mr ortune of deaf 
ness and blindness. 

Learned Lip-Reading 

Miss Rocheleau was’ born of 
| French parents in Rochester, Mass., 
forty-eight years age. At the age 
of nine she became deaf through ill- 
ness. Her deafness also caused her 
power of speech to fail and she was 
sent to the School for the Deaf in 
Montreal, conducted by the Sisters 
of Providence. She showed unusual 
brillianey in her studies, learned 
f lip-reading and finished her studies 
| with hearing companions at home.

This book, written in French 
and called ‘Hors de la Prison’ 
(“Out of the Prison”) was crowned 
by. the French Academy, a most dis-

“Heretofore the deaf have been 
living as a ‘tribe apart,” said Miss 
Rocheleau.. “This was wrong. Grad- 
ually these afflicted ones are being 
trained, educated and absorbed into 
normal society. It will take about 
twenty years to complete this ab- 
sorption, for the deaf, when they 
learn to read the lips of those who 
speak, and learn to speak, ‘can. fit 
very well into normal society, even 
as I do. My training brought me 
back to a nomal life.” 

About Love, Too 


Miss Rocheleau enunciates dis 
tinctly, though she never hears a 
sound of what she utters. In a con- 
versation in the Times-Star office, 
she made one mistake of pronun 
ciation, accenting the: syllable ‘“it” 
in invertiably, and she smiled and 
was thankful when her friend, Miss 
Mack, explained and corrected her. 

“T° make about one mistake in 
1,000 words,” Miss Nocheleau added 
laughingly... 

“Do deaf persons fall in love as 
readily as others?” she was ‘asked. 

“Yes, but I’ve escaped that exper- 
ience.. However, as long as a wom 
an is alive love is possible’and I’m 
still much alive!” came the reply. 
“Tt is alk right for the deaf ‘to 
marry. Their children are ordinar- 
ily normal'and not deaf. But it’ is 
not well for the deaf-blind to marry, 
for the children, beside the diffieul- 
ty of their upbringing, may inherit- 
the blindness.” ;

At the meeting of the. Catholic 
Union of Ohio (Ohio branch of. the 
Central Verein: .of North America) 
held in Columbus last Summer, 
Very Rev. H. J. Waldhaus was ask- 
!ed to speak. He told of the work 
among the deaf. He said: 


“The work for the deaf is one 
of the great works of the Church. 
The early Fathers, from time to 
time, as individual cases of deaf- 
ness appeared, instructed the deaf. 
The Rev. Abbe d’l’Epee of France, 
was one of the first to organize a 
school for the deaf, and from his 
school the education of the deaf 
has spread to practically all the 
| countries of the world. In the Unit- 
ed States, in the beginning, due 
of course to the poverty of the 
Church, we were not able to have 
schols for the deaf. However, as 
far back as 1836 Sisters came to 
American cities for the purpose of 
organizing schools for the deaf, but 
usually financial conditions made it 
impossible for them to continue. 
The Sisters of St. Joseph went to 
St. Louis in 1886 for the purpose 
of starting a school for the deaf; 
é also came to Kentucky in 


1840. They had been brought over : 


from France 
starting a school for the deaf in 
Nazareth, Kentucky. 


“Much credit must be given to 
the laymen who helped not a little 
in the establishing of schools for 
the deaf in’ our country. It was 
the laymen who brought to me the 
need of such a school and _ assisted 
me in establishing it in Cincinnati. 
| Thirty years prior to my work the 
Sisters of Notre Dame had started 
the school, and so in other Gities 
Sisters took up this work but did 

| not succeed in getting very far 
without the assistance of the lay- 
man, 


| “In Cincinnati the Sisters ‘of 
| Charity do the teaching, but the 
financing devolves upon me. I 
spend quite a bit of time in getting

the work. By this means I was 
able with the assistance and sup- 
port of these many friends to erect 
buildings which equipped cost about 
six hundred thousand dollars. I 
cannot be grateful enough for the 
enthusiasm and encouragement 
that I received from the’ men in 
Cincinnati and especially from the 
Cincinnati delegates to this con- 
vention present this morning. Some 
of the best friends of St. Rita 
School are here and that is why I 
lam here. 


“It is one of the great things in 
the Catholic Church to put these 
institutions across, but much de- 
pends on the layman’s co-operation 
The laymen have responded in’Cin- 
cinnati, and if the laymen of other 
cities would go home and persuade 
their Archbishops or Bishops to put 
the Sisters in charge and then sup- 
port the work of the Sisters it 
‘would undoubtedly be a success. 

“The deaf are often overlooked 
and neglected. We try to give 
them a good education to enable | 
them to compete with others, but 
for the most part employers are 
reluctant to give the deaf man or 
woman a chance because it takes 
a little longer to write the instruc- 
tions to them. In this way the deaf 
meet with a big handicap. Not 
only the children but also the adult

;deat need our help, and I ask the 
men here present to help, when| 
possible, procure employment for 
the deaf. The deaf are capable of 
doing the work if given a chance. 
“We started a high school for the 
deaf some five years ago, and this 
summier we have organized a teach-

all we canto promote. the cause of + 
the deaf, and in doing that we are 
promoting the causé of the Church.

SCHOOL FEELS 
HONORED 


De I’Epee Statue to be Erected on 
Its Ground by N. A. D. 


The year 1980 marks the Golden } 
Jubilee of the National Association | 
of the Deaf. To celebrate this not 
able event a World Congress of 
the Deaf will convene in Buffalo in 
that year. Some time ago, at a Con- 
vention of the N. A. D. in Cleve- 
Jand, it’ was proposed to furthey 
stress the attainment of fifty gold- 
en years of this splendid organiza- 
tion by erecting a memorial, a 
statue of the Abbe de l’Epee, whose 
memory is held in reverent regard 
by the deaf the world over. At 
that time no definite site was spok- 
en of, but collection of funds was i 
begun. During the intervening ; 
years the deaf of all denominations 
have responded generously. 


Time went on, and as the date 
of the Convention approached, a 
deaf sculptor, Mr. Elmar Hannan, 
a former pupil of this school, was 
chosen to execute the work, and 
St. Mary’s School named as the one 
to receive the memorial. The fac- 
ulty were deeply sensible of the. 
honor ‘conferred upon their insti- | 
tution.by the N. A. D., but a school, 
as: everyone knows, cannot act in- 
dependently. There are persons 
connected with it who must be con- 
sulted even when it is a question 
of.accepting honors. Formailities | 
take time. Then there were delays | 
on the: other side, necessary, de- 
lays, so that the situation seemed 
only tentative until very recently. 
Other deaf publications seemed to 
know: of our good fortune before 
definite confirmation of it reached 
the Leader office. Some friendly 
editors: are. reminding us that we 
have been strangely silent. Well, 
it seems more modest to be silent’ 
until one is sure that, “News is 
news.” But now that the presenta- 
tion seems definitely decided upon 
we wish to express’ our gratitude 
to the N. A. D, and say how honor- 
ed we feel in being chosen custo- 
dians of a memorial to so great a 
friend and/benefactor of the deaf
